Christmas-Eve bears the same relation to 
Christmas-Day that a great banquet does to 
the subsequent speechifying. It isa day and 
night devoted to the preparation for and the 
fortifying of oneself against the pleasures and 
duties of the morrow. Christmas-Day the fes- 
tivities indulged in are of a languid, satiated 
order, a day in the contemplation of the sur- 
prises wrought by one’s friends, and finally— 
in the case of those who are fortunate enough 
to secure it—in the digestion of a superia- 
tively massive dinner. All the work for 
Christmas-Day is performed durmg the pre- 
ceding twenty-four bours, and this period is 
unquestionably that in which the perform- 


-ances of that portion of humanity incidental 


to Chicago are most worthy of being chron- 
icled. Christmas in all its contrasts is, there- 
fore, weil seen in yesterday’s and last nicht's 
doings. How vivid these contrasts are the re- 
ports below show: 

BLEVENTH-HOUR BUYERS. 

As is unfailingly the case year after year the 
stores where Christmas gifts have been di- 
played for sale were crowded with buyers— 
ninety-nine-hundredths of them women—until 
9 or 10 o’ciock, the attendance dropping away 
after that hour. The rows of tired employés 
stood manfully to their duty to the last, though 
pallid cheeks and eyes darkly underlined gave 
evidence of the weariness the boliday sea- 
son had wrought. Many and many a girl, white 
and wan with fatigue, appeared almost unable 
to stand while ministering to the wants of cus- 
tomer after customer. After at last sending a 
purchaser away satified a girl in one of the 
larger State street sstablishments staggered 
gently back and leaned against the brass rail- 
ing that separated ber department from an- 
other and pressed ber hands tightly over her 
forehead. Rap, rap, rap went the floor- 
walker's pencil on the counter, and, Mise 
——, attend to this lady.“ he said, 
indicating with a nod of the head @ very stout 
woman with very dirty hands covered with 
large diamonds. The utter weariness that 
shone in the girl's great brown eyes as she came 
torward once more would have meited any one 
but a rich woman desirous of economizine by 
waiting until the last minute. A TRIBUNE 
reporter who was watching her snatched a 
moment when she once more became unoccu- 
pied to ask her how sbe was enjoying her 
Christmas-Eve. She smiled grimly as she re- 
marked that she Was too tired to know what 
season it was, and consequently didn't care. 
She said she bad been on ber feet since 7 
Q’clock that morning, and nad two hours more 
of it to go through before she could go home 
and sleep. It's hard, of course, while it 
jasts,“ she added, but the others have to 
stand it and 80 can I. There'll be a 
bit of a rush next week, but after 
that we'll settle down and get over it. But just 
now I feel as if I didn't care whether school 
kept or not.“

THE GIFT HANDLERS. 

The clerks and other employés at the express 
offices, who bad been working until 12 and 1 
o’clock since Monday, got off last night about 
8, and were, therefore, able to spend the better 
portion of the evenm at home. The great 
bulk of the Christmas vackages were sent off 
by Wednesday night, though a large number 
were received yesterday. At the down-town 
offices all the outgomg packages are handied, 
but only a small portion ot those which come 
in. As many little packages are received with- 
out the street address, the offices will be open 
until noon today for their delivery. The in- 
coming business is handied at the depots, and 
the men employed there spent Christmas eve 
in sorting packages. An unusually large num- 
ber came this year, and many extra men had 
to be engaged to distribute them, so as 
to avoid delay in delivery. Everything was 
gotten rid of in time to take care of the next 
instaliment. Last night, at all mo depot of- 
fices, there seemed to be a countless number 
of packages. The floors were covered with 
stacks so high that one couldn’t see over 
them. It looked as if it were impossible to 
sort them for delivery this morning, but the 
men in charge said the floors would be clear by 
daylight. The city is divided into districts, 
and each district has a compartment into 
which packages for it are thrown. The drivers 
and others carry the packages to the wagons, 
and load them up 80 as to be ready to start 
early. By half-past 7 this morning between 
250 and 300 wagons will be delivering the boxes 
and parcels, and the receivers will give no 
thought to the men who worked hard all night 
in order that others might be happy. 

Christmas-Eve at the Post-Office was lixe 
any otherevening. The mails were very heavy, 
but generally on time. By lapp ig the 
morning and day watches the letters were 
handled without difficulty, and tne “night 
gang” had only their ordinary work to per- 
form. Everytomg was “cleaned up when 
the day men quit ut 8:30. This, however, was 
not true of those employed in the registry de- 
partment. The day men couldn’t begin to 
bandle the packages received during the day, 
turning over a large part of it to those wio re- 
lieved them, after working for hours over time. 
Chicago is the distributmg point for a good 
portion of the West and Northwest, the regis- 
tered packages coming in pcuches and being 
sorted here and then sent to cheir destina- 
uon. The day men who do this work 
remained on duty from 8 a. m. to 8 p. 
m., and had about twenty pouches left over. 
Up to 9 o'clock eighty-three had been received, 
and fifty more were due before morning. Only 
nine men were then on duty, and they intended 
to lap with the nine who came on at mid- 
night. There were forty-six large pouches of 
outgomg matter on the floor, and twenty-five 
that contained loca! packagesin the vauit. The 
number in a pouch varies from twenty-five to 
300, depending upon the size. Fully 15,000 
came in yesterday, and as many more went 
out. The men worked rapidly, but there was 
such an immense number of packages that lit- 
tle seemed to be made in sorting them 
out. The Superintendent said there was fuliy 
25 per cent more than a year aguo-—so much 
that he doubted if all for the city could be dis- 
tributed so as to be delivered this morning. 

SO MANY GOOD-NATURED PEOPLE. 

The State street shops began to ful with 
customers long before noon, and by 2 o’clock 
the curbstones were blocked with carriages 
and the sidewalks almost impassable. Though 
everybouy industriousiy jostied everybody 
else, a spirit of good nature appeared to be 
paramount, ordinarily crusty persons—or 
sons whose countenances would indicate them 
to be so—received breath-killmg nudges with 
elbows or murderous jabs with muddy um- 
brella-tips with a benignancy absolutely re- 
markable. The streams of gift-buyers, loaded 
with their purchases, gave way as the shades 
of evening wore on into nightfall to the more 
or less roystering bands of.young men who, as 
a matter of custom, regard the festive season 
as a sort of excuse for a lapse from correct de- 
portment. The theatres were liberally patron- 


ized, and the universa! hilarity prevailing was | 


manifested by the unusual amount of sound, 
in the way of jones and laughter, indulged in 
by the various audiences as they filed into the 
street. Until the hour of closing time the ear 
of the solitary pedestrian, passing 
homeward, was assailed by shou 
and song issuing from basement 
such ehouts bringing nothing more formidable 
than a smile to the face of the obese policeman 
on the corner. This, of course, when the 
policeman was on the corner and not one of 
the party below. The oid-time platoons .of 
adolescent West Side bacchanals, too, were al- 
lowed to scream light opera ditties on their 
way home with ali the vigor and disregard of 
harmony they chose, without rebuke, the cus-

Mr. Canter H. Harrison, Acting Mayor 
of Chicago, has taken the needless trouble to 
deny the truth of a rumor to the effect that 
he has been trying to defeat the confirmation 
of Mr. 8. Corning Judd as Postmaster for 
this city. Mr. Harrison is hardly so egotist- 
ical as to believe that he has a particle of in- 
fluence with the present Administration or 
with the Senate of the United States, and he 
probably knows that the best method he could 
take to insure Mr. Judd’s confirmation would 
be to seriously oppose it.

THE PROPER OBSERVANCE OF 
CHRISTMAS. 


Now that the holiday trade is over and the 
great world has finished its Christmas shop- 
ping and is probably growling at the im- 
mense amount of money it has spent for 
articles it did not want to send to its friends 
who did not want them, is it not a good time 
to stop and consider whether we are not 
diverting Christmas from its proper uses? 
Leaving out of consideration the religious 
observances of the day, are we keeping it as 
a popular festival from the right point of 
view ? 

If Christmas means anything it means 
good cheer and innocent pleasure among 
friends, thoughtful and generous remem- 
brances of the poor, and consideration ‘for 
the merriment of children, So far as the 
day is concerned grown-up men and women 
in comfortable circumstances bear no other 
relation to it than that of almoners of their 
own bounty to children and those less fortu- 
nate than themselves. The day should en- 
tail no other obligation, and yet it is palpa- 
ble, as the streets and stores of any city will 
show, that it has been turned into a festival 
of compulsory interchange of valuables 
among those who have no claims on the day 
at all, and to this extent it defrands the gen- 
uine Christmas pensioners. Its infil uence 
goes further than this, tor it makes the day 
which should be the merriest in the year a 
burden if not an absolute affliction to a great 
many people, and tends to develop envy, 
jealousy, extravagance, ill-feeling, arid many 
other traits not usually classed among the 
Christian virtues. In a nutshell, Christmas 
observance has year by year been narrowed

Land Commissioner Sparks made a good 
start as a reformer and deserved applause for 
his outspoken denunciation and exposure of 
land-grabbing as practiced by railway corpora- 
tions, but in his rulings on preémption and 
homestead entries in Dakota his zeal has out- 
run all discretion. There is no doubt that 
many tricks and frauds have been perpetrated 
in making these entries, but Sparks’ rulings 
bear hardest on hardworking, industrious set- 
tlers who are trying to comply with the law in 
good faith. Mr. Sparks ought to have fore- 
seen that a sweeping order suspending the 
issue of patents after final proof had been 
made would be a great hardship to thousands 
of honest settlers. It does not remedy the 
matter to say that after Sparks gets through 
with his investigations justice will finally be 
done. Thousands of the farmers have bor- 
rowed from the loan companies; interest 
charges and installments are now due, and 
the settlers must pay up, with no certainty 
that the money will not be thrown away, or 
else turn their claims over to the mortgage- 
holders at once. 

Two classes of Dakota settlers are affected 
by Sparks’ recent rulings: (1) Those entire- 
ly without means who, while holding 
down ” a claim, support themselves by doing 
work for other settlers in the neighborhood 
and after a year or two commute the home- 
stead by securing an advance from some of 
the loan companies; (2) those. who, in addi- 
tion to their preémptions, take an adjoining 
tract as a homestead and endeavor to use it 
as a basis for securing loans. Many settlers 
sell their first claims in order to get money to 


buy teams, waguns, stock, etc, and 
then take up a homestead. This 
practice has been considered legiti- 


mate heretofore, the preémption and 
homestead rights being held cumulative and 
not‘antagonistic. If Sparks’ new theory is 
maintained thousands of settlers now living 
on second claims must be dispossessed. 
Others who have been putting in their spare 
time working for newcomers in the neigh- 
borhood in order to get money to buy teams 
and agricultural implements find it very dif- 
ficult under the new rules to prove contin- 
uous residence as required by Sparks. Back 
of thousands of the settlers are the loan com- 
panies ready to take advantage of any default 
and foreclose their mortgages. Sparks’ re- 
cent rulings have cast doubt on thousands of 
titles, and the original entry men, rather than 
pay interest and installments without any 
certainty that the money will not be thrown 
away, may be disposed to abandon their 
claims to the Joan companies. The latter 
ean contest the matter in the courts and abide 
the final decision, The direct tendency of 
the new Land-Office rulings, therefore, is to 
take claims away from actual settlers and 
transfer them to non-resident mortgage-hold- 
ers, thus spreading discontent among the 
people and greatly retarding the development 
of the country. 

But after all it is highly probable that the 
Dakota settlers have been unnecessarily 
alarmed and have exaggerated the effect of 
Sparks’ recent rulings. All his decisions are 
subject to the approval of the Secretary of the 
Interior and may be contested in the courts. 
As a revolutionary reformer Sparks has an 
excessive amount of zeal and an unnecessary 
degree of pressure to the square inch, His 
exploits in the china-shop of the Land-Office 
have created a great deal of excitement, but 
so far he has done little more than order in- 
vestigations and make arbitrary rulings which 
are certain to be modified if not entirely re- 
versed. Settlers should not be frightened 
into giving up their claims to the loan com- 
panies, and may depend upon it that they 
will not lose their homesteads when they 
have tried in good faith to comply with the 
law. Sparks assumes a very threatening ap- 
pearance at times, but he is not as dangerous 
as he looks. Mr. Sparks has had his day 
raising a great noise, but it is quite certain 
that quiet will soon be restored in the Land- 
Office and on the homestead farms of Dakota. 
The worst thing about Sparks’ mischievous 
course is that he has caused so much un- 
necessary excitement and alarm among the 
settlers. 


OUR USELESS DIPLOMATIC SERVICE.

THE BRITISH ELECTIONS—-GERMAN, AUS- 
TRIAN, AND FRENCH COMMENTS THEREON. 
Berwin, Deo. 11,—It ie not too much to say 
that the electoral campaign. in England has 
been followed in Germany with greater atten- 
tion than was the late military campaign of 
the English in Egypt. Even the Servo-Bulga- 
rian war and the development of events in 
Eastern Burope have not claimed much prior 
ty of discussion here over the likely operation 
of the new Reform act in Great Britain. In 
the relief of Khartoum the Germans had a 
merely humanitarian interest, but political is- 
sues of no slight moment to the Empire de- 
pended upon the issue ot the struggle between 
Liberals and Conservatives; and with the latter 
were the hopes and sympathies of the German 
people no less than of the German Govern- 
ment. 

Not that the Germans, in all circumstances, 
would prefer to see England ruled by a Con- 
servative Cabinet. On the contrary, it isa mat- 
ter to them of comparative indifference whether 
Whigs or Tories have the ascendency at St. 
Stephen’s. But it is the foreign policy of the 
party in power that mainiy determines the 
predilection of the Germans for one or the 
other, and this is what made them hope that 
the Marquis of Salisbury would be enabled to 
remain in office. If Mr. Gladstone ever en- 
joyed any popularity in Germany he lost it 
completely on taking office in 1880, and he 
never regained it, His pronounced antivathy 
to Austria, Germany's ally, and his ostenta- 
tious preference for an understanding with 
France turned the hearts of the Germans 
against bim; and their dislike of him was 
further deepened by tne difficulties attending 
their adoption of a colonial policy, which they 
ascribed more to malevolence than misunder- 
standing. 

M. Gambetta,”’ said Prince Bismarck once, 
“works upon the nerves of Europe like a man 
who beats a drum in a sick room;“ and in this 
respect, thought the Chancellor’s countrymen, 
Mr. Gladstone was ten times worse. For he 
was always setting their teeth on edge and ex- 
citing their suspicion or their animosity.

THE TONQUIN CREDIT VOTED. 
u BY SUCH A NARROW MAJORITY THAT 
HERE I8 A REPORT THAT THB FRENCH 
CABINET HAS RESIGNED,

to The Tribune. One of the smartest 
strokes of political strategy of the present 
generation has just been accomplished by the 
Brisson Ministry in France. Next Monday the 
French Senate and Chamber of Deputies are to 
elect a Presideut of the Republic to succeed 
K Grévy and to serve for seven years, The 

Cabinet officers are naturally solici- 
tous for the reéiection of M. Grévy, and, up to 
month ago, it looked as though M. Grévy 
would bave almost a walk-oyer. The opposi- 
tion to bis rediection was so divided by faction- 
a) and persona! strifes that it seemed certain to 
be non-effective, and no candidate bas been 
pamed even yet who would be able to combine 
enough of the warring elements to insure his 


election. 

But within the last few weeks a question bas 
come to the front upon which the Government 
found itself arrayed against a majority of the 
Chamber of Deputies. This was the old ques- 
fon of remote coionial enterprises and the ex- 
penditure of French blood and treasure to es- 
tablish protectorates in Tonquin and Maedagas- 
car. The enterprises were legacies from M. 
Gambetta, which had already wrecked 
M. Ferry and which threatened to 
ruin MM. Brisson and de Freycinet. 
The French people were obviously tired of the 
drain upon their lives and their resources, and 
the Deputies in the new Chamber echoed the 
yoices of their grumbling constituencies. 

When the Chamber was organized special 
committees were appointed on the Tonquin 
and Madagascar questions. The sentiments of 
these committees were promptly shown by 
their selections of reporters. The reporter of 
a committee of the French Chamber of Depu- 
ties is a member who exercises one of the func 
tions of the Chairman of a committee in 
the American Congress. he makes the formal 
report to the Chamber of the action of 
the committee. He is always chosen by a ma- 
jority of the committee. The Tonquin Com- 
mittee, the llth inst., elected M. Pelletan as 
reporter. M. Pelletan was known to be in 
favor of a speedy closing of the occupation of 
Tonquin. The Madagascar Committee chose 
M. Hubbard as reporter. He favored the re 
jection of the Madagascar credit with the ex- 
ception of such small amount as might be nec 
essary tor the payment of troopa during the 
negotiations. Of the Budget Committee, which 
eonsists of thirty-three members, only four 
were in favor of the continued occupation of 
Tonquin, and practically none wished the fur- 
ther prosecution of the Madagascar project 
against the Hovas. 

In the face of this known opposition M. Bris- 
gon asked for a credit of 75,000,000 francs to 
continue the operations in Tonquin. The Ton- 
quin Committee decided to recommend a credit 
of 19,000,000 francs instead of the 75,000,000 
asked for. M. Pelletan’s report to this effect 
was approved by the committee the 15th inst. 
and was submitted to the Chamber the lech. 
The next day it was announced that the Cabi- 
net had decided to treat any reduction of the 
Tonquin credit as tantamount to a declaration 
of want of confidence. In the Chamber ot Dep- 
uties Premier Brisson declared that the Gov- 
ernment was prepared to discuss the question 
and to resolutely insist that the whole of the 
proposed 75,000,000 francs be granted. 

That was just a week ago. Now the cause 
of the Government's confidence is revealed by 
the official publication of the outlines ofa 
treaty said to have been made between France 
and Madagascar, the terms of which are won- 
derfully advantageousto France. The Brisson 
Ministry is now pointing with pride to this 
achievement, the Parisians are applauding the 
result, the French greed for glory is again 
sroused, and the Tonquin credit was 
voted tonight. Now that M. Brisson has 
won his victory, although by the narrow 
majority of 4 in a vote of 514—in fact, so close 
u call that there is a report that the Cabinet 
das resigned—there ‘s a growing opinion in 
Paris that the treaty was overrated to enable 
the Government to triumph in the Tonquin de- 
bate. Several newspapers directly accuse MM. 
de Freycinet and Brisson of concocting certain 
paragraphs of the treaty as published which 
are not in the genuine document. However 
this may be, the enthusiasm which has been 
stimulated by this supposed glorious ending of 
the Malagasy campaign was invaluable to the 
Government, and probably insures M. Grévy’s 


reélecuon. 
M. KERRY HOUTED DOWN. 

Panis, Dec. 24.—Before the vote on the Ton- 
Quin credit was taken Gen. Campenon, Minis- 
ter of War, spoke in opposition to the proposed 
evacuation of Tonquin. He also advocated the 
formation ot a colonial army. 

M. Ciémenceau demanded the revision of the 

treaty and reproached M. Ferry with 
imploring the support of Prince Bis- 
Marck. An uproar ensued, during 
Which M. Ferry, amd hisses and 
Cheers, made a futile attempt to reply to M. 
Ciémenceau. The latter continued his speech 
and appealed to Frenchmen to decide whether 
n was not the paramount duty of the Govern- 
Ment to lighten taxation. The operations in 
Tonquin, he said, bad prevented reforms at 
home and had endangered the very existence 
of the Republic.

Dec, 24.—(Special.]—Christmas- 
Eve (which, by the way, commences pretty 
early in the day on Change) was celebrated 
this morning with a more than usual fanfare 
upon cowhorns and indulgence in horse-piay. 
The performance at the Stock Exchange be- 
gan at half-past II o'clock, when a crowd of 
brokers seized upon one of the oldest members 
of the exchange and pushed him about the 
room. After indulging - themseives in this 
way for about ten minutes the members 
began to dance jigs with one another. 
Au organ-grinder accompanied by his female 
partner entered the room and began to play. 
Several members danced around with the wom- 
an and then high bate and derbys were used as 
footballs. The fun lasted for half an bour or 
more. At the Cotton and Petroleum Exchanges 
the brokers also indulged in pranks upon 
each other, and at the Produce Exchange 
showers of grain were flung about the room. 

The work of the post-office clerks and letter- 
Carriers, always heavy during the holiday 
season, shows up to this date a large increase 
over that of any previous year. From 6 o'clock 
of the 28d to 1 p. m. at the 24th there were dis- 
patched from the general post-office to uptown 
branches for delivery there 322 pouches of let- 


ly composed of packages containing Christmas- 
gifts, and during the same time there 
were received at the general post- 
office from uptown branches 876 pouches 
of letters and 491 sacks of other mail matter. 
Other heavy local mails were also exchanged 
directly between up-town branches, including 
over 800 sacks of packages, In addition 6,646 
sacks of packages of various kinds were dis- 
patohed from the general post-office to other 
Offices throughout the country, besides much 
more than the usual number of letters. There 
bas been a falltng-off of Christmas cards—a 
fact which indicates increased ability on the 
part of the general public to send their holiday 
remembrances in a more substantial form 
than ornamented pasteboard. 

The shops bave been more brilliant in boli- 
day goods than ever before and have been ac- 
tually packed with buyers during the entire 
week, and shopkeepers report a marked tend- 
ency toward the purchase of beautiful and 
costly remembrances. For the last two days 
progress along the streets in the retail shop- 
ping districts bas been more than usually diffi- 
cult. The express companies report that they 
have never before had as much business to 
handle for outside points, extra forces of 
clerks being kept busy far into the night, and 
in addition there bave been heavy deliveries in 
the city and suburbs by district messengers. 


THE HOLIDAY AT THE HUB. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 24.—| Special. |—This has 
been an unusually busy Christmas season with 
merchants, expressmen, and the post-office em- 
ployés. At the post-office the officials estinrate 
the number of Christmas cards handled as 
halt that of last year, while the number of 
substantia! packages has iucreased fourfold. 
Wo betide the dainty little present whose 
donor nad neglected to take proper precau- 
tions. In one particular case an elegant painted 
tidy was completely divested of its protection 
and lay, an unknown gift, without label; in 
other cases, where the tags had been tied on, 
they had become torn off, and the 
Kitt, though well covered, was left 
without any signs of its destination.

Compared with 
last year, there has been an increase of fully 
20 per cent in the expressmen’s Christmas busi- 
ness, and yesterday, the busiest day of the 
week, over 100 tons of Christmas goods were 
received and as much sent out by Adams Ex- 
press alone, without counting the many minor 
companies. The rush of work began last 
Monday and did not ease up until noon today.

CLOTH UNDERVALUATIONS, 


A NICE POINT RAISED ON A DECISION GIVEN 
—HOW A SOOTCH FIRM WAS FORCED TO 
PAY $1,500. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 24.— [Special. A cer- 
tain Scotch firm bad an agent here who did a 
large business in supplying tailors, in New 
England and elsewhere, with the cloth required 
in their business. His method was to tuke 
around his samples and receive orders for any 


quantity desired, in some instances 
as little as a yard and three-quar- 
ters. The bulk of his orders were 
for quantities under ten yards of 
a kind. These orders were then filled by the 
firm abroad, which cut off the required quanti 
ties, eponged the cloth ready to be laid upon 
the cutter’s table, and then invoiced the ship- 
ment at the prices paid by them to the manun- 
facturers for the goods in lots of 200 or 300 
pieces. This practice, coming to the Collector's 
attention, be at once investigated the subject, 
and after u full hearing decided that the goods 
so cut off and sponged had been advanced 
one stage toward completion since lenv- 
ing the manufacturer and must receive 
an advanced valuation. This advance 
was, after careful inquiry, fixed at 12% per 
cent, which decision was confirmed by the 
Treasury Department, and the advance has 
since been placed upon ali similar goods.

INDIANS KILLED BY VOLUNTEERS—CON- 
VICTED AT SALT LAKE—A NEW MEXICAN

Today 
Chief Quanah Parker's camp in Indian Terri- 
tory is the scene of savage funeral orgies over 
the remams of Yeilow-Bear, the Comanche 
Chief who was asphyxiated by gas in his 
room at the Pickwick Hotel in 
Worth last Saturday night. The friends 
and es relatives of the dead chief 
have assembied at the camp and are gomg 
through the most horrible ceremonies. The 
squaws have siashed and cut tieir faces and 
bodies until they are streaming with biood, all 
the while uttering pitiful wails, then chanting 
mournfully. The body of Yelliow-Bear will 
lie in state two or three days. The bucks who 
are nearly related to the chief will publicly 
slash and cut their arms and bodies 
and then daub mud and ashes over 
their wounds.

After the grave is filled; the bucks will heap 
stones upon ij, and wen the dead chiei’s 
ponies will be brought forward to be slaugb- 
tered.

How the Cursed Traffic Has Success-

WASHINGTON, D. G, Dec. 24.—Among the 
dipiomatic dispatches recently sent to Con- 
gress by the President was one from Charies B. 
Trail, Secretary of Legation at Rio de Janeiro, 
giving a brief bistory of the emancipation 
movement in Brazil, a statement of the work 
accomplished, and the present aspect of the 
slavery question. A law was passed in 1831 
which declared free all negroes and their 
children who should be imported 
into the Empire after that date: but it 
was never executed, and in spite of it 
the slave trade increased, reaching, prior to 
1851, enormous proportions. Fifty thoygand 
negro slaves were imported in a single year 
when the trade was at its hight. 

The effective intervention of the British Gov- 
ernment in 1851 broke up the foreign trade. 

In 1871 a law was passed deciaring that cbil- 
dren born of slave mothers after that date 
free. It provided for tbe 
of the masters and 
also that there should be annually 


freed in every province as many slaves as 


shall correspond to the quota allotted each 
province out of the fund destined for that pur- 


pose. Thee mancipation fund is derived from 


the tax on slaves, subscriptions, legacies, etc., 


six annual lotteries, fines from the violation of 
this law, to.“ 


It was hoped the siave-owners would quietly 
acquiesce, but they did not. The registry of 
slaves which the law required showed that 
very few children were born to slave 
mothers immediately after the passage 
of the law, while the record of births 
for the precedmg year was enormous. 


This proved the extensive and almost univer- 


sal falsification of the records, In other re- 
spects the provisions of the law were success- 
fully evaded. In 1881 it was estimated that 
every sixth person throughout the empire 
was a slave. The abolitionists con- 
tinued to gain in numbers after 
the passage of the law of 1871, and for a few 
years they directed their efforts to the en- 
franchisement of a single parish in the 
Province of Ceara, which was accom Dilished 
without difficulty. Parish after parish in this 
province was attacked and conquered, and 
March .25, 1884, the enfrancbisement of the 
last parish in the province was publicly cele- 
brated. When the work was begun, in 1873, the 
province contained 33,000 siaves. In 1881 the 
number had been reduced to 20,000. The pian of 
operations of the abolitionists is not fully ex- 
piained in Mr. Trail’s dispatch, but seems to 
have been first to depreciate the value 
of slave property by a system of mild 
boycotting and then to purchase and 
manumit the siaves. Funds for the purpose, 
besides those furnished by the Government, 
were raised by private contribution, by lot- 
teries, and to some extent by the siaves them- 
The boycotting seems to have been 
very successful in the attainment of its pur- 
pose, as the prices first paid by the abolition 
7 millreis and of the last in- 


Ceara was, however, a grazing province, and 


“Was much more easily susceptivie to abolition 


influences than the coffee-producing provinces, 
which still remain to be conquered. The siave 
population of Ceara was about one 
to twenty of ite freemen. In Rio 
there are 490,000 sluvyes to 290,000 
freemen, while in Sas Paulo the siaves out- 
number the whites four to one. The aboii- 
tionists are now demanding the unconditional 
and immediate freedom of the slaves. 

Mr. Trail says, in conclusion, his Majesty 
the Emperor said in opening the present Par- 
liament: 

A Government bill asking you to pass measures 
in regard to the slave element is awaiting your de- 
cision. This is a grave matter, but one 
whose final solution will be arrived at 
by the execution of the system of the 
law of Sept. 28, 1871, and the Government 
is sure that for Its development you will adopt the 
measures suggested by your wisdom. That is to 
say, the Government advises the execution of the 
law of 1871, twelve yeare after its passage, as a 
means of extricating itself from this quandary, 
and it is indeed a grave matter for this country. 
Assasinations of masters and Overseers by siaves, 
followed by the most terrible revenge, are becom- 
ing more and more frequent. Brazil is bidding for 
immigrants to open up her wondertul resources, 
but immigrants are not to be found who are willing 
to offer their labor in competition with that of 
slaves. Her furnaces are a source of increasing 
uneasiness; but every one knows that the worst 
hag not been reached yet, but which will come on 
that day when the country finds her industries 
totally paralyzed through the want of labor, her 
siaves having acquired their freedom by some legal 
enactment or as the result of a servile insurrec- 
tion. 

After that, freed of this terrible incubus, 
staring ahew with the principles that underlie ail 
civilized nations, she ought soon to attain that rank 
among the Powers of the globe for which Nature 
has evidently destined her.

MONTREAL, Que., Dec. 24.— [Special.] — The 
Central Health Board, it is said, will have the 
Lady Superior of the Longue Pointe Lunatic 
Asylum brought betore the court for not com- 
plying with the order to admit doctors to vacci- 
nate the patients. There is only conjecture 
for the number of patients under treatment. 
It is known that several deaths have already 
occurred, 

Yesterday tor the first time since smail-pox 
became epidemic there were no new cases of 
the disease reported. It is a remarkable fact that 
although there have been over 300 persons 
employed by the Health Department as san- 
itary police, hospital nurses, and in other ca- 
pacities, not one of them contracted the dis- 
ease. AS & matter of course they were ali 
vaccinated. 

In connection with the outbreak in Longue 
Pointe Lunatic Asylum the Lady Superior 
says the first case was that of a male 
lunatic who contracted the disease no 
one knows how. He was immediately 
isolated, a guard placed with him. and great 
care taken to prevent the infection from 
spreading. Notwithstanding this eighteen in- 
mates are now down. They are in an apartment 
isolated from the main portion of the institution. 
Three deaths have occurred. The affected are 
all now convalescent. The work ot vaccinat- 
ing the patients is progressing as rapidly as 
possibie, the Superior claims. 

The Central Board of Health bas sent a per- 
emptory letter to Sister St. Therese, Lady Su- 
perior of the Longue Pointe Asylum, instruct- 
ing ber to have all the inmates of the institu- 
tion vaccinated at once. 

It bas just transpired that a sane man is con- 
fined in Longue Pointe iunatic asylum among 
idiots. Some time ago a young man was 
placed in the asylum as a private 
patient suffering from alcoholic mania, 
The Government Inspector says that he, as 
well as the clergy, is powerless as regards 
private patients. No returns of private pa- 
tients are made.

“MORTALITY AND OCCUPATIONS. 


SOME FIGURES FROM THE REPORT OF THE 
BRITISH REGISTRAR-GEN #BRAL. 

London Times: Some interesting fucts in 
connection with this subject appear in the sup- 
plement to the forty-fifth report of the Regis- 
trar-General. It is shown that on the average 
the agricuiturists have a comparative mortal- 
ity figure of 644, the. shopkeepers of 877, and 
the tailors, batters, printers, and bookbinders 
of 1,088. Livmg ia a vitiated atmosphere 
seriously affects the) respiratory organs. The 
mortality from disénses of these organs and 
phthisis, taken together, is 198 for the fisher- 
men and 237 for the agrioulturists, while for 
drapers and grocers 357, and for tailors and 
printers 549. As drapers live in a more vitiated 
air than grocers, and printers than taliors, so 
the mortality in these several trades corre- 
sponds to the differences in each case. Arrang- 
ing the various industries inthe order of 
purity of air the following are the averages of 
deaths from phthisis and diseases of the re- 
spiratory system: . Fishermen, 198; agricult- 
urists, 287; grocers, 283; drapers, 430; tailors, 
471; and printers, 627. As regards chimney- 
sweeps, the death-rates are lower than in the 
previous record, but still are exceedingly high, 
and give a comparative mortality figure of no 
less than 1,519. Cancer isa prolific cause of 
death among chimney-sweeps. Out of 242 
deaths in which the causes were ascertained 
there were forty-nine due to forms of malig- 
nant disease. This is equal to 202 deaths from 
this cause to 1,000 deaths from all causes; 
whereas the proportion of deaths from malig- 
nant disease to deaths from all causes among 
males of from 25 to 30 years of age in Engiand 
and Wales is only thirty-six in 1,000. The 
liability of chimney-sweeps to malignant dis- 
ease is about eight times as great as the aver- 
age liability for ail males.

He Tells What He Has Done in the 
Way of Extending Our Postal 
Facilities. 


Taking Mr. Van Pelt Across His Knee, 
He Fans Him Gently-Lawler 
Interviewed. . 


Postmaster Judd returned to the city yet 
terday from Washington. 

What has been the result of your trip to 
the Capital?“ asked Tun Taisune reporter. 

“Satisfactory in every way. There were 
many things which I knew could not be set- 
tied · satisfactorily by correspondence, so I 
simply jotted down a memoranda of what 1 
wanted and went onto make my requests in 
person. We were very short in help in one or 
two branches of the department bere, and 
one of the best results of my trip 
was the securing of eighteen additional clerks 
and fifty stamp agents, their salaries ranging 
from $500. to $1,000 per year. I have been 
granted another examination of applicants un- 
der the civil-service rules, and this will take 
place about Jan. 18 next, so that the branches 
now short of help will not suffer much longer. 
Under the present rules the elevators have 
stopped running at6p.m. I have obtained 
permission to put on another man and run an 
elevator until midnight if necessary. This will 
be a great convenience to those having busi- 
ness in the evening with the Inspectors, and 
to the postal railway clerks who room on the 
top floor and arrive on the late trains. I also 
had quite a talk with the Treasury officials as 
to the advisability, and, to a certain extent, the 
necessity of giving us more room here for the 
transaction of business; but, until it is known 
what the present Congress intends doing in the 


way of appropriations, we shall not be war- 
ranted in calculating upon any change—a 
least not at once. The Supervising Architect 
at Washington agrees with me that we need in- 
creased room here, and is in favor of carrying 
the building out to the stone wall that incloses 
the grass plat, besides making needed repairs 

anges in the interior of the present 
building. He thinks it could be done without 
changing to any extent the present architect- 
ural plans and appearance of the building, and 
that it would double the amount of room we 
now have.“ 

** You did nothing in the interest of the con- 
firmation of your appointment here, then?“ 

1 never opened my mouth upon the sub- 
ject once—that is, to urge the confirmation. 1 
bave been looking over today’s Chicago papers, 
and am surprised to see that I am quoted in 
a conversanon I bad at my hotel in Washing- 
ton. I thought the conversation was wholly 
confidential. Iam reported, I see, as saying 
that Harrison, Van Pelt, Colvin, Lawier, and 
otbers had conspired to defeat my confirma- 
tion. Now, I did say that I thought Colvin, 
Lawler, Van Pelt, and McDonald would like to 
down me if they could, but it is not true that I 
included the Mayor’s name in the list. I do 
not know that Harrison would mourn should 1 
not be confirmed, but I have no reason to be- 
lieve that he would endeavor to secure my de- 
feat. 

Here,“ said the Postmaster, as he shook 
out a copy of an afternoon paper, “is a most 
villanous statement, and is a tissue of false- 
hoods from beginning to end.“ The article re- 
ferred to was the interview between a reporter 
and Uommissiouer Van Pelt. * When Van Pelt 
says that the gang made me what I am be lies. 
He. says here that be made me Chairman of a 
meeting at McCormick's hall three years ago. 
Why, I never served as Chairman at a political 
meeting in Chicago in my life. I remember 
now that be came and told me 
atthe time that they intended making me 
Chairman, but their intentions were not car- 
ried out. He is reported further on here as 
saying that I used the patronage of my office 
to assist my brother-in-law, W. C. Goudy, 
against Judge Lambert Tree. If Mr. Van Pelt 
made any such remark he is an unqualified and 
an infamous liar; yes, he is worse than that 
be is—he is———”’ and the Postmaster shook out 
the paper and pressed his lips tightiy togetner, 
as though convinced that he lacked the power 
to give full expression to his sentiments. 

* He says again bere that 1 falsify when 1 
say that he and hie political associates tried to 
induce me to use the patronage of my office in 
the State Senatorial contest. I falsify, do 1? 
Well, I do not. I told the truth, and I can 
prove it if Mr. Van Pelt insists that I shall. 
He winds up by saying that he or rather ‘we’ 
(I see he classes himself with the gang) could 
cook my goose if they wanted to, and that he 
knows some things which if told upon me 
might make it interesting for me. 
Now, if those fellows can ‘cook my goose’ 
the sooner they begin the better it will be for 
me. Moreover, if Van Pelt has anything to 
tell which be intimates bere is derogatory to 
my personal name and character, he is a mean, 
skulking, miserable coward to bide bebind in- 
sinuations, as he bas done. I don’t believe he 
will attempt to make any, and I say again, 
if the statement published here was made by 
him he is a Har and worse, I shall invite Mr. 
Van Pelt to say what he has to say against me; 
not only that, but 1 shall insist that he do 80. 1 
met no opposition in Washington and know of 
none there. The trouble with the gang is their 
wrath at finding out that they can’t bandle this 
office as they want to. I rather think their 
wrath will cool itself in time.“ 


CONGRESSMAN LAWLER. 

Congressman Frank Lawler arrived from 
Washington yesterday to spend the holidays at 
home. He was called upon by a TRIBUNE re- 
porter last night for an interview. Well,“ 
said he, I don’t know that I have anything 
new to tell you. THe Tribune has gotten 
everything of importance that transpired in 
Washington since Congress convened.”’ 

„Tes; but what about your attitude to- 
wards Postmaster Judd? There are rumors in 
the air to the effect that you are doing your 
best to oppose his confirmation by the Senate.’’ 

“So I bave heard. Now, will you do me the 
kindness to state that during the time I have 
been in Washington I have not spoken to a 
Senator about Mr. Judd’s position, nor have I 
mentioned his name to a Congressman. I] have 
had other fish to fry.“ 

“But you are not over friendly toward Mr. 
Judd personally.” 

„Well, Mr. Judd and myself have our differ- 
ences of opinions. I requested him to discharge 
several Republicans he had in his office, and 
fill their places with good Democrats, which he 
refused to do. I believe in the maxim of 
‘Turn the rascals out,’ but Mr. Judd, for some 
reason, believes in holding on to ’em. I be- 
lieve that it is an insuit to the intelligence of 
the Democrats of this great city for Mr. Judd 
to tacitly give out that he can’t find men in our 
ranks to fill offices at bis disposal. I haven't 
been in Judd’s office for four months, and 
naven't asked him a favor in that time.

THE RIPON POSTMASTER KICKS HIS sUC- 
CESSOR INTO THE 8STREET—THE SPOILS 
GENERALLY. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 24.—Among Presi- 


dent Cleveland's appointments before the 
convening of Congress was that of Dr. Ever- 
hard as Postmaster at Ripon, Wis. The ap- 
pointee received his commission, but failed to 
qualify before Congress convened, This morn- 
ing he appeared at the post-office, presented his 
commission and a discharge of the old Post- 
master, and demanded that the office be turned 
over to him. His demands were ignored, and 
be was kicked into the street by the Postmaster 
who has been in possession for the last four 
years.

THE UNFORTUNATE SALESWOMEN. 
CRHICAOO, Dee. 24.—[ Editor of The Tribune. | 
-The subject on which I am about to write 
briefly is one that In my estimation is quite 
worthy of consideration—the cause of the 
saleswomen employed in the retail dry-goods 
establishments of this city. Does the public 
know the hardships these poor mortals have to 
contend with, and especially at this season of 
the year? If they did, those who are en- 
dowed with common sense and feeimg would 
cry shame on some of the employers. Many 
of these girls out of the paltry pittance 
paid them—from $3 to $5 per week—have to 
clothe, board, and lodge themselves and pay 
car-fares. The amount they are in mig of 
compels them to reside several miles from 
town, where rooms are to be rented cheap. 
This may be a great deal to achieve on 80 
small a saiary, but this is not all. At this sea- 
son they are required to be bebind their coun- 
ters at 8 a. m., are allowed a few moments for 
a hasty lunch, then work on until 10 p. m., 
but. between these bours they are allowed time 
for supper, and then comes another cali on 
their poor earnings. This weal in reality bas 
to be paid for at the house where they reside 
whether they pertvke of it or not. The me- 
chanic, if he works overtime, is paid for it at a 
cartain ratio, but these poor individuals, who 
have a better appearance to keep up, get noth- 
ing, but in the event of their being late in the 
morning a ent a minute i deducted from 
their meagre pay. On leaving the house ot 
business at this late bour manag of them bave 
to make their way nome alone, where they ar- 
rive sick and weary, and many are the insults 
they are subjected toon the way. Why don’t 
they strike at this inbumatie and niggardiy 
treatment, as the employés of street-car and 
other companies do, or even send in a petition 
to their employers? some people might sug- 
gest. They dare not, for the instigator wouid 
be found out and thus jeopardize her situa- 
tion. There are numerous other points I 
could dwell upon, but, fearing that you will 
not have space to spare fora more lengthy 
epistie on this subject, I must conclude ab- 
ruptiy.

SOMETHING ABOUT CAR-TRUST SECURITIES} 
CruicaGao, Dec. 24.—|Editor of The Tribune.) 
--Your article m paper of 28d, from Mr. 
Rawie’s pamphlet, would seem to show that he 
fails to understand ear trusts. Car trusts 
were founded upon a Very equitable principle 
of which he seems to know nothing, and which 
bas an important effect on the legal questions 
into which he has entered with much indefint- 
ness, at a time, 1 presume, when there had 
been much legal action in cases of roads in tne 
hands of receivers, where the courts compelled 
payments of car-trust contracts and first mort- 
gage interest was neglected, amd there bad not 
been a single decision attacking the legality of 
a our trust. The equitabie principle comes of 
the following custom: Haiiroads, not having 
sufficient cars for their busipess, use those of 
other roads, paying for this necessary use of 
more cars, a debit balance of mileage often 
much more than all the oar-trust payments; 
and they acquire by the one payment in place 
of tne other, valuable cars of their own with 
their immediate use; whilst in the other they 
have nothing to show but receipted bills. 

United States Judge Hallett of Colorado de- 
cided that the car-trusts, principal and inter- 
est, are preferred securities to all mortgage 
claims, and must be paid out of the income, 
the same as wages and labor. They rank prior 
even to first-mortgage bonds.” Ine principie 
seems to be that cars are the earning power of 
railroads, necessary to it as labor, and this 
power shall nether be attacked nor injured. 


. This payment first of oar trust is not taking from 


the mortgage securities any property bougut 
with their money but bought whoily with 
money of the trust, and the money paid period- 
ically to the trust is often less than mileage 
charges would be to replace the cars, and 
these mileage charges are a customary charge 

on every railroad; payments of car trusts 
coase as scon as Cost and interest is returned, 

but mileage charges never cease. The Car 
Trust Association was not intended to bea 
stock company. Its members pay into the hands 
of trustees a sufficient sum of money, and 

direct the purchase of cars to be car trusted 
to designated railroads and the title beld for 
them until repaid. The dille for the cars are 
always made out to the trustees, and the whole 
sum 16 paid in cash to the car builders by them, 

the cars are properly delivered to them, they 
are marked so that the owners are the Car 
Trust Association, and the railroad is ** lessee "’ 

of them only. 

The railroad company is required on the de- 
livery of the cars to it to make a first payment 
ot rental of a sum to make a satisfactory mar- 
gin on the cost of the cars, and in proper car 
trusts this retires at once that part of the cost, 

and nothing is ever issued upon any payment 
on account of the principal called the cost of 
the cars, but a margin of security to the car- 
trust contributors is commenced by this pay- 
ment, and increases monthly or quarterty by 
further payments, and this margin of security 
grows constantly until the railroad company 
finds in car trusts shortiy a most important 
factor in the diminution of the remaining pay- 
ments to a sum for whieh they cannot replace 

the cars. With a considerable information of 

car trusts, I have formed the belief that among 
railroad securities they are about the best, 

especially when handled by men as trustecs 
and managere who bave business knowledge of 
the strong equities there are in the proper con- 
tracts, and they bave been among the best pro- 
teeted.

COUNCIL’S ACTION WHICH THB POPE HAS 

SANCTIONED ; ° 

The decrees of the Roman Catholic Plenary 
Council at Baltimore some time ago recently 
received the sanction of the Pope, end will in 
a brief time be promulgated in the usual or 
thodox fashion to the faithful. Most of the 
decrees relate to spiritual matters and the 
discipline’of the priesthood and methods of 
church government. In these matters the 
episcopate and clergy are chiefly interested. 
The portions of the decrees which most con- 
cern lay Roman Catholics are those regarding 
the management of the property of the church. 
A Baltimore dispatch gives in fuller detail 
than has yet been given the plenary decree 
on this subject. It enjoins that Bishops shall 
prepare an inventory of the property they 
hold (1) as Bishops, (2) as trustees, (3) as in- 
dividuals, taking every possible precaution to 
distinguish personal property from church 
property, so as to avoid complications of any 
kind. They are also enjoined to make two 
wills within three months after their esa 
cration as Bishops, devising all the churc 
property thus inventoried and described to 
their ecclesiastical successors, one of the wills 
to be deposited with their Archbishop, the 
other to be part of the archives of the diocese. 
The Bishops are further instructed to see that 
the title deeds of tne church real estate are 
carefully prepared and properly recorded. The 
necessity for such precautions will be better 
understood when it is known that in nearly all 
parts of the United States—W isconsin is an ex- 
ception—the Bishop of each diocese is a cor- 
poration sole. It is creditable to the members 
of the Roman Catholic hierarchy that, possess- 
ing such vast power as they have possessed in 
the past, there have not been very many cases 
in which the immense power over property 
heretofore vested in them has been abused.

THE GRAND JURY. 

IT CONCLUDES THAT IT DOES NOT WANT 
GAMBLING AND THE POLICE ADMINISTRA- 
TION INVESTIGATED. 

Owing toa pressure of business the grand 
jury will hold a special session from 9:30 to 11 
a. m. today. This necessity has been brought 
about, it is understood, by a fierce antagorism 
to the special committee appointed by that 
body to investigate gambling and peculiar 
methods of administering justice adopted by 
the Police Department of the City of Chicago. 
The opposition, it is understood, was instigated 
through the influence of Mike McDonald with 
one or perbaps two of the members of the 
grand jury. At any rate, a motion prevaiied 
by a majority of one in the grand jury re- 
scinding the appointment of the special com- 
mittee Wednesday torenoon, but the motion 
came too late, for three of the commit- 
tee met the night previous and 
occupied the time until near daylight visiting 
gambling-houses and low saloons in the 
“Levee” district that are kept open after 
midnight by the grace of Mayor Harrison and 
Ald. Whelan and Appleton. Regardless of the 
action of the bare majority of the jury rescind- 
ing ite former action, the three grand jurors 
who made the investigation have the neces- 
sary evidence and will make complaint about 
the laxity of police discipline. The gambling- 
dens found open and in full operation are: 
Hankins’ on Clark street, near Madison, No. 
III Madison street, and the establishment at 
No. 98 Randoiph street. A full list of the dis- 
reputabie saloons, which are classified as 
“ robbers’ dens by the police themselves, is 
also in the possession of the committee.

“PUGGY” O'LEARY 


CHANGES HIS PLEA TO GUILTY—SOME NEW 


EVIDENCE. 

Cornelius O’Leary, who rejoices in the sobri- 
before Judge Shep- 
ard yesterday and by adygice of counsel with- 
drew his original plea and pleaded guilty of 
doubie murder. His victims were his sister 
ana his mistress, found murdered upon the 
prairie in the Town of Lake. The fact that 
“ Pagagy ” withdrew his plea of not guilty and 
entered one of guilty is doubtiess due to some 
new facts concerning the double mur 
der which the Town of Lake police 
have recently unearthed. When the crime 
was committed Charles Gross was the only 
person whose testimony pointed to the guilt of 
O' Leary, and his statements were so modified 
when he was brought before the Coroner's jury 
that little confidence could be placed in them. 
Satisfied that Gross knew more than he would 
voluntarily disclose, the police rearrested him 
about three weeks ago. His story, which im- 
plicates his brother, William Gross, David 
Cushing, and James Horn, was taken down 
verbatim. The night of the murder he 
says he and the three men above named, to- 
gether with Mrs. Scully and Kate Campbell, 
were sitting on the sidewalk on Fiftieth street, 
just west of Halsted, drinking beer from a tin 
pail. After they had taken a few drinks Gross 
went home, and when entering the house 
met Puggy.“ who went almost directly to 
the party of deer-drinkers and said, 
“What are ou — — doing 
here?” The women started away, 
and O'Leary with a revolver in his hand start- 
ed after them and shot them both. Horn, Cusb- 
ing, and Gross were taken from their beds and 
brought to the police station and corroborated 
the story. The following day the new evidence 
was given into the hands of State’s-Attorney 
Grinnell, whe was considering favorably a 
proposition from the defense to plead guilty to 
manslaughter and accept a sentence of four- 
teen years. With the fresh evidence Puggy’’ 
will be tried for murder and probably convict- 
ed. The Lake officers think the men who were 
present when the crime was committed have 
not told it all. Their story does not reveal 
anything which could have prompted O’ Leary 
to kill his sister and mistress in cold blood, and 
this wili probably be unfolded at the trial.

ALL ABOUT A CENT—WHO GETS THE 
CHANGE? 

MountT PLEASANT, Ia., Deo. 23.—[Editor of 
The Tribune.}—That this is a smali-bore Ad- 
ministration, and that Col. Vilas is running the 
blossom end of it, the people are beginning to 
find out. It is a very small matter that I write 
about, but gs the State of Lilinois has, through 
its Railroad Commissioners, forbidden the rail- 
road companies to charge full rates for a frac- 
tional part of a mile, as has been their custom, 
I see no reason why our new reform Postmas- 
ters should refuse to give the people the right 
change when buying postal suppiies. I occa- 
sionally need a few stamped envelopes for 
special purposes, and in buying a dime’s worth 
our Postmaster bere and others have given out 
four and tendered one cent in change.

in its wisdom makes this radical and sweeping 
change. It will coneiderably aiter—perbaps 
weaken—the relations between fhe people and 
their pastors, but on the whole will no doubt 
be beneficial. The rectors do not take kindly 
to it because it circumscribes their power to do 


Rectors are also required to keep the docu- 
ments pertaining to their- mission or parish 
safe. They must not build or repair vhurches 
withqut the special permission of the Bishop, 
must not contract debts, nor keep money on 
deposit, nor put it at interest unless duly au- 
thorized. Nor are they permitted to hoid 
church property in their own names—it must 
be in the Bishop’s name—and any money or 
the parish not needed for immediate use must 
ve banked in the Bishop’s name. Even rectors 
are not allowed to loan their personal funds to 
the church unless authorized. These rules are 
exceedingly stringent. Disobedience may be 
followed by censure or severe punishment. 
Rectors are also obliged to insure their parish 
buildings against fire. .. 

Another decree of the council which will at- 
tract wide attention, and which must prove 
most beneficent, is that which prohibits Bishops, 
priests, the heads of conventual and monastic 
establishments from becoming private bankers 
or from holding the savings of individuals or 
semi-ecciesiastical corporations in trust. The 
members of the council were not unmindful of 
the scandals at Cincinnati and at Lawrence, 
Mass., when they decreed that to avoid seri- 
ous consequences that might easily arise from 
holding much money, it should be forbidden in 
future for any Bishop, rector, or other ecciesi- 
astical person to act as private banker. If any 
are still acting in that capacity we decree that 
they stop within five years, unless the Holy 
Congregation grants a prolongation of the 
time.” This is a most salutary decree. 

The parish trustees, who will be brought 
into existence by the new decrees, must, as 
has been before stated, be nominated by the 
pastor and approved by the Bishop. They 
shall be pew-hoiders in the church, send their 
children to Catholic schools when such exist 
in the parish, and must not belong to any 
secret society. They will hold office during 
the pleasure of the Bishop. These decrees, 
which will work such a radical change in the 
management of the secular affairs of the 
church, are based largely on the methods of 
churoh government prevailing in the Roman 
Catholic provinces of Beigium, and to some ex- 
tent among the French-Canadians. The sys- 
tem will be entirely new to the majority of 
American Catholics, who are mostly of Irish 
birth or descent.

THE DEMOCRACY, ACCORDING TO ONE OF 
ITS OWN MEMBEKS, ENGAGED IN “SPLIT-

Acting on this theory Mr. Beck has in 
duced thirty-six bills, of which thirty Loon 
for the payment from the Treasury of large 
sums of money to citizens of Southern States 
for property destroyed in the late War. One 
bill calis for $128,000 to be paid for cotton: 
while the others are of the same character. Of 
the six remaining bills one is to repay internal- 
revenue taxes collected during five years from 
the keeper of a penitentiary, and another 
makes an appropriauon for a new publio build- 
ing in Newport, Ky., which has one such 
building already. Mr. Beck's most important 
measure, however, is the one which authorizes 
foreign-built ships to be registered as ships of 
the United States. 

Such is Mr. Beck's method of distributing 
the surplus; and what is true of him is equally 
2 = * of his Democratic asso- 
0 n bot ouses. A large percentage of 
the bills introduced by Southern members in 
the House Monday were for war ciaims. Mr. 
Hammond of Georgia has even gone back to 
the year 1777 to hunt up a $35,000 claim on the 
pert of his State; and he takes pains in a sepa- 
rate bill to provide that no claims made on the 
part of the Government for the war tax levied 
in 1861 shall be an offset against these State 
claims.

ARCHBISHOP PURCELL FUNDS, 


MR. MANNIX’S EXAMINATION REVEALS A 
QUEER MANNER OF KEEPING ACCOUNTS. 
CINCINNATI, O., Dec. 22.—The Probate Court 

of this county appointed a referee to examine 
J. B. Mannix, late assignee of Archbishop Pur- 
cell, and the examinations have been going on 
for nearly a week. Their purpose is to get 
some sort of explanation of the obscure ac- 
counts kept of the six years’ assigneeship by 
Mr. Mannix. Last Saturday a memorandum 
account was unearthed showing that Mr. Man- 
nix had invested $576,000 in 4 per cent Govern- 
ment bonds. Yesterday it was shown that he 
did not do this, but that the entries for Govern- 
ment bonds represented investments that he 
had made in certain railroad stocks, the value 
of which nas greatly depreciated while he bela 
them, and that these deceptive entries in the 
so-called band memoranda were evidently 
made to cover up his proceedings. Today Mr. 
Mannix was asked by the referee to explain 
for what reason be did this. He stam- 
mered and hesitated, and at lust said that 
he hoped to be able to fix it all up before bis 
fraud would be discovered. He said he ad- 
vised with Gov. Hoadly, and that the Governor, 
as a lawyer, told him to fix it up by charging 
himself with the amount of his investment in 
bonds, and make no mention of the invest- 
ment. To this he added, by way of explana- 
tion, that Gov. Hoadly was not at that time ap- 
prised of the predicament that he, the assignee, 
wasin. He said the court had authorized him 
to invest in railroad securities. Then the ref- 
eree asked him: Ik you believed that 
court had sufficient authority to order you to 
invest in railroad securities, why did you not 
outer up this transaction in your report to the 
court?“ Mr. Mannix was embarased, but re- 
plied that he bad thougut of making such an 
entry, byt very many untrue and malicious 
things had been said and published about him, 
and he still hoped to work out of the difficulty. 
That was the only reason why he had charged 
himself with the money rather than with the 
stocks. Mannix detailed how he bad first 
made these investments, not in his own name, 
but through two of his bondsmen and in their 
names, but he afterward transferred them to 
his own name.
